Schnitzer, enjoyed its most successful season in four years. 

The squad, composed almost entirely of veteran players, developed a 
reputation as a "giant killer" despite its even record. Early in the season, 
the Pioneers snapped the unbeaten string of Fairleigh-Dickinson at nine. 
The Staters also handed losses to Newark Engineering, Bayonne Junior, 
Panzer, and Glassboro despite these teams' outstanding records. 

Since the majority of the Pioneers’ losses were by five points or less, 
more frequent smiles from Dame Fortune could easily have made this 
year's record really outstanding. 

This year ended the college cage careers of Tom Donnelly and Norm 
Reichert after serving as mainstays of the team for four years. The out- 
look for next year is further dimmed by the fact that every other player 
has either been tapped for military service or is likely to be called. 
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This year, the bowling team competed inter-collegiately for the first time as a spend- 
ing agency of the M.A.A. This was only the second year that bowling was considered 
a major sport at Paterson State, 

The 1950-51 edition of the bowlers followed the pattern set by their predecessors 
and enjoyed a fine season. 

Members of the team included Charles Strobino, student player-coach; Joseph Giorda; 
Richard Della Penta; Allan Litke, team captain; John Fitzpatrick, and Frank Minor. 
Lawrence Ossi served as manager and Raymond Schnitzer was the faculty advisor. 
Proudly wearing their new shirts, which displayed the Paterson State emblem and. 
letters, the bowlers made their presence felt as well as known to their rivals. 


The fencing team, one of State's most successful teams, was coached by Mr. Raymond 
Miller this year as in the past. Fencing in all of the three weapons, foil, epee, and 
sabre, the team has achieved an enviable record in competition with such schools as 
Fordham, Drew, Pace, Stevens, C.C.N.Y., and many other loca! schools. The team has 
lost only four competitions in the last three years. 

Fencing on the varsity squad were Thomas Kennedy, William Reda, Joseph Canova, 
Robert Hilton, Anthony Homey, Allan Maksimoski, and Raymond VandenBerghe, all 
veteran performers. 

With the close of this season, State will lose three of its ablest fencers, Canova, 
Hilton, and Reda, all of whom are being graduated. 
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The 1950 season saw the end of baseball at State. Because of the lack 
of funds, facilities, and players, State was forced to suspend operations 
on the diamond until such time as these matters can be rectified. Due 
to these deficiencies, Paterson teams have suffered dreary seasons and 
overwhelming hardships. Not much can be said for their record, but 
what the record lacks, Ihe team members more than made up for in 
team spirit, and the will to do their best. 
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As was the case with baseball, lack of sufficient funds 
caused the temporary halt of tennis at the close of the 
1950 season. 

Although the team did not fare too well in dual meets, 
the season was brought to a successful close with Pater- 
son State winning co-championship of the للا‎ | A.C. 
Tournament. 

This co-championship was accomplished through the 
efforts of Dolson Conklin and Lloyd Wheeler who cap- 
tured the doubles crown. As a result of this, the school 


was awarded a handsome trophy. The team was coached 
by Mr. Herbert Ellis.
